TERAH is another Blbla character of whom Wo are told very little, anu 
while we Tvould be glad to know more, the lesson to be learned from 
him Is more easily remetnbered because it is brief. 

Let US recall what we are told, Terah was an Idolater (Josh. 21: Zl 
livinB la Ur of the Chaldees, and his only claim to tame lies la the tact tnat 
he i\as the father ot Abrara. In his old age he took his family and left Ur 
■ to go into the land of Canaan." When he reached Ilnrnn he. stopped, and 
never resumed ihe journey. There is a real note of tragedy in the four words 
Miat conclude bis history. "Terah died In Haran" (Gen. 11:32). 

What a hoHT ot questions we could ask about him. Why did tliSs aged 
innn niiemut the Journey to Canaan? The only reasonable answer 'a that 
he had reeened a revelation from Goif and obeyed it- ihis journey fits in 
so perfectly with God's plan as revealed later that we are Justified In believing 
that he had become a follower of God, and Joshua seems to intimate that 
his idolatry was "on the other side of tlie flood." 

How ara he persuade his relatives to go with him? Perhaps, by the 
exercise of his patriarchal aiithorlty, but more likely because they too had 
been biought to believe in God, especially as Abraham received his cnil and 
contlnuod the Journey Immeulately after his faiher's death. 

Why did hP stop at Haran? Perhaps old age made him too 
fuohle to continue the Journey, perhaps his ardor cooled under unexpected 
liArdsliIps and he gave up the undertaking from lack ot zeal. It was no tem- 
Ijuidpy halt, the enterprise was abandoned, for we read that "they carae to 
Haran and dvielt the'e." Whatever the cause, the lumculahle fact reiiiaina 
that he sturied foi Ciaiaau and stopped before he reached It, 

What a pitifully large class ol psople he repfcsents, T.^Tiat heart-breaking 
losses the Kingdom ot God has suffered by people who did not go all the 
wr.y, who "did run well" but were hindered; who began to build but were 
unable to finish; who "returned tearful and afraid" in the day of testing. 

Reader, have you started tor Canaan? Have you met with unexpected 
dimcultles' Are you tempted to pause and "dwell in Haran"? Remember 
that the prize is for those that "endure to the end." luis the last lap that 
tries the runner b mettle, the final charge that decides the battle. At the end 
ut life's pilgrimage joii will not only .vant to say. "I have fought a good 
light,' but "I have finished my course." — J.G.

COMMISSIONER SOWTON Conducts Funeral Service in Toronto

It was back in '82 that young McMillan made the 
decision as to his life's vocation, and became a Salva- 
tion Army Officer, coming out of Glasgow 1., Scotland. For 
several years he served in the Old Land, and in 1S8S 
was transferred to the Dominion of Canada. 

From coast to coast he made his influence felt for 
God and The Army. As Commanding Officer of the 
following Corps: Gait, St. Thomas, Strathroy, London and 
Hamilton I., he witnessed many stirring scenes of soul- 
saving. Then came in turn commands of the following 
Provincial areas, Kingston, Toronto, Newfoundland, North 
West Territory, Western Ontario and Pacific Coast. An 
appointment In charge of the Social -Work iu Montreal 
and a term engaged in Special Work followed. 

In 1505 came another milestone in our Comrade'.s life, 
when he was transferred to the United States. In the 
Republic he continued to labor until lUlfl, when lie was 
retired from active sen'lce, and toolc residence in Mon- 
treal. Brigadier McMillan was no time-server. All ho 
had was God's; so even during the past si>: years since 
official retirement, he has spent many useful hours 
engaged as Police Court Officer in Montreal, 
« « « 

A hushed spirit pervaded the historic Temple audi- 
torium on Wednesday afternoon at 2 p-m., the hour of 
tho Funeral Service. 

"A lev more years shall roll, 
A few more seasona conic. 
And -we shall be with Thee at rest 
Asleep . ivlthin the tomb," 

Such was (he aolcnin opening verse of the song lined 
out by ConimiBsioner Sowton. Llcut.-Colonel Attwoll, for 
many years a bosom friend of Brigadier McMillan, in- 
'.okud God'a bleuslng upon the service, remembering to 
pray that the comforting Spirit be sufficient for the ber- 
eaved in this testing hoar. 

Following the singing of those bloseed words, "Rock 
of Ages, cleft for mo," led by the Chief Secretary, the 
Commissioner rend an appropriate Scripture portion. As 
he repeated those familiar words, "That which tbou sowest 
Ja not quickened, except it die," one could not help but 
feel ,1 glad thankfulness that our valiant Comrade has 
tested the expiTiciloo of dying, for, alter all, death bero 
13 but the portal pC lite Yonder, 



The Commissioner stated that he had paid a recent 
visit to Brigadier McMillan in Montreal, ;inrt. while 
kneeling at his bedside, had received the dying man's 
assurance tliat the sky was clear and his soul ready to 
meet his Maker, 

It was an unusual coincidence that many years ago 
the Commissioner was appointed to Glasgow I. Corps 
shortly sftsr young McMillaii and his wifo had pnterefi 
the work as Officers. The Soldiers of the Corps were 
warm in their expressions of affection for their recently- 
farewelled Comrades. And on May Gth, 1025, so many 
years later, the Commissioner was called upon to lay hia 
body to rest and pay tribute to his life and work. 

Our Leader paid Iribute to the faithful eervjce" and 
fine parental influence of the late Brigadier. As a father 
he had been of the puritan type, insistent upon moral 
rectitude, punctuality and honesty. These features of 
his iathcrly administration now show forth in the excel- 
lent cliaracter ol his children. 

A number of mcssases conveying condolences to the 
bereaved were read by the Chief Secretary. Among the 
sheaf wore words from Commander Kva Booth. Commis- 
sioners Mapp, Peart and Lamb, Colonels Holz and 
Chandler — and most touching and meaninglul of all, a 
brief cable from the sorrowing absent son, Colonel John 
McMillan, our former Chief Secretary, 

Alexander McMillan was a (oiler. Ho was a sympa- 
Ihetic man. He iranslated precept into pracllce. He was 
a beloved father. He was above all an unwavering Sal- 
vationist and held true Io his course because unchangeable 
conviction was at the helm. These facts, and many 
more, «ere gleaned from the five addresses given, re- 
spectively, by Colonels Jacobs and Miller, Brigadier Pea- 
cock, Bongstor-Lcader McMillan of Montreal, and Major 
McMillan of Pliiladelphia. 

Each speaker seemed to cull from the pages of years 
past, some different trait in iho life's work of the departed 
one. For instance, Colonel Jacobs recalled how our Coin- 
rade'-s heart went out to the helpless, forsaken, derelict 
lives behind prison bars. Fallen humanity seemed to 
make especial appeal to his nature. 

Colonel Miller remarked of having at ono time fol- 
lowed young McMillan to Hamilton I. That was in 1S90. 
'I'he Soldiers of that Corps spoke of him in glowing terine 
as "a man among men" above everything else. 

Brigadier Peacock, v.'ho was commissioned to repre- 
sent tho Central Territory (U.S.A.) at the funeral, spoke 
of him as "one of the rugged rocks among those old 
Army foundation-huUdei's," 

SongHter-Leader Alec McMillan, from Montreal, drew 
all hearts out in sympathy as he spoke of the ilei)irt"d 
as an ideal father and a sterling Salvationist. "I do 
not know of any more pertinent and loyal tribute which 
I may, pay to him than to .say he was just a father, ex- 
pressing all the love which that word entails." 

Fortunately, Major Donald McMillan, nov/ stationed In 
Philadelphia, Pa., was also able \ to be present ,it the 
funeral. He spoke of his father as having met life "at 
every crisis without whimpering or retreating. He fou.'iht 
battles through I He has not left us an estate of material 
wealth, hut rather tho priceless legacy of an upright, 
strong Christian manhood. He has gone! Yes — yet he 
lives more truly to-day than ho has over done before." 

The occasion was brought to conclusion by the aing- 
ing of "Servant of God, well done!" — to which every 
heart breathed an inaudible "Amen!" 

The Commissioner conducted the burial service at 
Mount Pleasant Cemetery, where all that is mortal of 
Brigadier Alexander McMillan was laid to rest beside 
the grave of his wife. As tho coffin was Slowly lowered 
into the ijrave. the strains of "There is a heiler world 
they a^y." echoed throughout the place of the deid. 
But as the crowd of witnesses disper.sod, it was with the 
sure and certain hope that one glad day skies will 
break and shadows floe away and we shall meet to part 
no more.

WP ARE very busy to-day, at 
least we think we are, and our 
very activity is Bometimes a 
liindrance to progress. The very 
things which wb thjnk we must do 
are sometimes a most serious hind- 
rance to the doing of some other 
things which are vastly more import- 
ant. If a docto)' persisted in prescrih- 
ing for a patient while declaring him- 
self too busy to feel his pulse, or take 
his temperature, or use the stetho- 
scope, we should very speedily discard 
him, and rightly so. If a carpenter 
went ahead fitting up the interior of 
a house while the roof leaked like a 
sieve we should think him a veiy fool- 
ish workman. And if a locomotive 
engineer thought it was his duty to 
keep his engine going ahead at full 
speed, regardles.i of whether or not 
he had the train behind him, he would 
not long remain in charge of an en- 
gine. Busy-ness does not count unless 
it is intelligent, and the man or wo- 
man who fails to le.^l•n the things they 
most need to know will be failures, 
despite all their wcll-intentioncd 
activities. 

. Continuous advancement is condi- 
tioned upon continuous increase of 
knowledge. Ii> ordPv tn ni.ikc proper 
progress we mu.'t always be lenming. 
When a man ''completes his educa- 
tion" he maj' as well be burled, for be 
will find himself hopelessly out of 
touch with his times, and what is true 
of the individual is true of institu- 
tions, organizations, and nations. To 
prevent decay and to ensuie progres.s 
&iere must ever be a condition of re- 
ceptiv'ity to new ideas and methods. 

What is true of nations and institur 
■ tibns is true of indiriduals. The only 
wise man is the man who is always 
learning.' Whether he be preacher or 
physician, whether he be farmer or 
sdftol teacher. Officer or Soldier, he 
must find time to read, time to exam- 
ine and weigh other men's ideas, time 
to ponder other men's mistakes and 
his own also, and so little by little to 
learn the things which God means 
him to know, and for lack of which he 
must fail to do his bett and gi'eatest 
work. This leai-ning will keep a man 
humble, but it will make him efficient; 
it will take a good deal of thne, but it 
will increase his output; it will dis- 
courage self-esteem, but it will make 
him less obstinate; it will moke him 
more conscious of mistakes, but it will 
increaso his favor with God and men. 
And never let it be forgotten that 
those who leam the things of God are 
those who become wisest and most 
efficient.

We' may take any promise we please 
in the Woi-d of God, and we shall find 
it enshrines the secret of this three- 
fold mystery. Take, for instance, the 
promise "I will give you rest" Here 
we have the revelation of the ideal — 
the restful life, the harmonious life; 
not the still Hfe of a mountain tarn, 
but the full, brimming life of the 
river. 

Here, then, is an ideal- 'As I, con- 
template it, it kindles an ambition, 
and my soul covets the gi-acious in- 
heritance. A Gospel promise trans- 
forms ambition into a mighty hope, 
and in the strength of a great expect- 
ancy the promised thing becomes pos- 
sessed. So it is with all the promises 
of the Lord. They are "exceeding 
great"; the ideal stretches across the 
life and fills the firmament; and they 
are "precious;" pregnant with the 
possibility of inconceivable enrich- 
ment. 

But all this is not enough. A pro- 
mise may reveal nn ideal, and it may 
kindle an ambition, and it may inspire 
a hopej yet' jt "may fail to confer an 



operative endowment.'. I bib- not sur- 
piise<l, therefore, to find .that the 
apostle goes, on; to record the gift of 
an endowment which is as sure as the 
word of the promise, "His ■ Divine 
power hath granted unto us all things 
that pertain untn life and godliness." 
In the Lord, the believer has not-only 
pruiiiiies, but equipment. ".^U things 
that pertain to life." 

It is not needful to have a. strong 
body, but it is essential to have a 
strong judgment, and this we may 
find in the Lord.

"I will counsel 
thee with Mine eye upon thee." "He 
that foltoweth Me shall not .walk in 
dajknes.s, but shall be the light of 
life."

IN A RECENT issue of (he I.H.Q. "War Cry," Commissioner Kitching 
stated that "some one once humorously remarked that HENEV W. MAPI' 
could not have inherited an apter name — uniess, indeed, it was 'AtlasI' — 
secinir that at one lime or another he must have had so much to do with 
making the whole of the map." Be that as it may, there are probably few 
mcH of his years either in The Army or out of it, whose feet have been so 
restless in fixing their home. 

When, many years ago, in Bombay ((he city from which lie eulered the 
Work iu 1888) he sought Salvation, Henry Mapp sought it most definitely; 
and when he found it, there' was not the shadow of a doubt about the real- 
ity of the truujiaction or of the new desires and ambitions which stirred 
within him. Early in his career it was characteristic of him to ash himself 
what it all meant, and whither it would lead; yet, with all this definilcness 
of purpose, he could not have realized what the future held in store for him.

FOR CANCER 

ANEW Wood test by which 
It is hoped cancer can 
be deU-tted Jeng in ad- 
vance o' p.-ESert melhcds. has 
b==;; ievelwsed in Germany 
w.thJn the last two months. 

Wassirmsn, already eminent 
fsr a previous discovery of a 
blood test, is the discoverer of 
this new serum test for cancer. 
Dr. Chas. Mayo, of Rochester. 
Minn., said long research wcuid 
be required to determine (Sefin. 
Hely it's value, iMn' he >|>esic5 
hcfiefully of the outlook. 

"It is iHterr.al cancer that is 
the most insidious. For it the 
physician and the surgeon can 
dc !itt!e. !ts presence is rarely 
discovered until the disease is 
in an advaneto btsgE. St = t:s;s 
when the knife is but a re- 
straining aid^^-he putting off of 
death for a few months or a 
few years. Skin cancer does 
not amount to much in ssfn- 
parison. 

"If the discovery of the Ger- 
man is authentic; if he has 
succeeded in accorr-.plishing the 
diagnosis of canter brfc-re its 
fatal outbreak, then science has 
passed another milestone in its 
progress towards the unshacSc!- 
Ing of human sufferers. 

•"We do not know, and we 
take nothing for granted. It 
will be two years before any- 
thing concrete can be learned: 
but Wasserman is a great trar.. 
Slow and arduous progress is 
being made in the isolation 
of ths cancer germ. Nothing 
certain, nothing absolute — but 
aii of this work it tending to- 
ward the inevitable corclusion." 

Dr. Mayo also expressed the 
belief that cancer is due to in- 
fection from a micro-organism. 
He said that in New York. 
Chicago, Berlin and elsewhere 
research workers now ai-e ex- 
perimenting with animais suf- 
fering from cancer caused by 
inoculation with cultures of a 
specific organism, 

•"Cancer.- he said, "kills one 
out of eight women and one out 
of twelve men who have reach- 
ed middle age."

speaker traced the advance of

His mantle has fallen 
upon hi.s son, 'the great son of a 
great father,' our present (Jeneial, 
and under his direction The"Salvati6n 
Army is mai'ching lo greater and 
mightier victories and our position to- 
day, in spite of the manj' disadvan- 
tages since he came into orfite, i.s 
better, stronger, more solid, more es- 
tablished, than ever before. 

"We become very familiar with The 
Salvation Army, and yet, I suppose 
because we are so close up to it, it is 
quite possible for us not really lo

Then The 
Salvation Army is not opposed to any 
church 01- religious society. Tliere is 
only one opposition in The Salvation 
Army and that opposition is directed 
against the Devil and his work. 
Theie is only one denunciation in The 
Salvation Army and that tienunciation 
is ot evil. Theie i.s only one fight in 
The Salvation Army and that is the 
fight against sin in its every sJiape 
and form. 

"What is The Salvation Army? 
First of all, I would say that The Sal- 
vation Army is a religious organiza- 
tion. We are first religious, last reli- 
gious, and we are all the way between 
first and last, religious. God forbid 
that the day should dawn when The 
Salvation .Army will be anytlting else 
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but a religious organization! 

"The Salvation Army is a philan- 
thropie organization. We believe that 
a man may be down, but never out. 
There is no soul sunken in .sin, sorrow, 
poverty, distress and darkness, but 
what the helping hand of The Salva- 
tion Army is outstretched and. rencb- 
ing him, it lifts him up and puts him 
upon his feet and makes him stronger 
and the better able to serve God an<l 
make good in life. 

"The Salvation Army is a total ab- 
stinence organization. Thank God 
that in this province of Ontario, not- 
withstanding the gieat efforts that 
were put forth for the re-entrance of 
the ruinous liquor traffic, there is 
prohibition — and consequently bless- 
ing and increased happiness for the 
people. So far as the drink is cnn- 
cei'ned we believe in taste not, touch 
not, handle not. 

"The Salvation Army is a Mis.sion- 
ary organization. -As the Saviour 
looked out on Jerusalem and wept, so 
ouv Army has looked out upon 
the great world and has seen the 
darknes.s, idolatry and bondage, and 
our brave men and women, our 
sons and daughters, from all parts, 
liave gone out to preach the everlast- 
ing Go.spel. Multitudes of people 
having heard the message have re- 
ceived it, and to-day we have a 
mighty host of Salvationists, who 
have been captured from the thia]<lum 
of heathenism. 

A World View 

"What is our position to-day? We 
are operating in 79 different countries 
and colonies. Our work is carried on 
in 54 different languages; wc have 
14,000 Corp.s, Outposts and Societies; 
1,,')00 Social Institution.s; 1,200 Day 
Schools with an average attendance of 
100,000 children; 33 Centres for naval 
and niililarv men; 23,000 Officers and 
Cadets; 95,000 Local Officers; 31,000 
Senior Bandsmen; 11,000 Junior

When God put into the 
mind and heart of William Booth to 
go out to the poor, the lost, the for- 
saken, but one purpose obtained — the 
the Salvation of their souls. Those 
who gathered round William Booth 
were possessed with the same idea! — 
to go for the souls of the people. 
During the years which have fol- 
lowed, many offers, many suggest-

The worltl to-day is in turmoil, ehaos, 
in the midst of a great upheaval, not 
for the want of learning or preach- 
ing 01' riches or material possession 
or of other eonsiderations, but it is 
fighting, dying and .struggling in its 
death for the want of human kindness. 



"It i.s also due to the fact that thercj 
is in our midst the spirit i«f dedication, 
even to death. Thevf- «!» jnen and 
women from aii walks ot life, from all 
nationalities, in all parts of the world, 
who have l-.eard the voice calling and 
seen the vision, and have stepped out 
and gone forth, counting nothing too 
dear. Their homes have been left, 
mother, father, bi'other and sister 
have been separated. They have 
taken their lives in their hands, and 
have gone into strange parts and 
places. 

Wc Praise God J 

"So this afternoon as we look at 
W'hat ha.s been accoiiip]ishe<l, ^^'e 
praise God for it all and we crown 
Him LortI of all. But, as a great man 
once said, 'This is not so much the 
da.v of ^'ictory as ot dedication.' We 
in The Sal-ation .4rmy prai.se God for 
what has been accomplished, but it is 
time for a fresh re-dedication. There 
is a dire need, a pressing call whieli 
was never greater in the histor.v of 
the woild than it is at the pre.sent 
time. U looks a.^ if alj Hell liuu 
thrown down the challenge. It i.a up 
to you and me — to all of us, to take 
up that challenge, and in the name of 
(ilhrist to respond to it, and to en- 
deavor to meet the need. May we 
come up lo that point and thanking 
God for what has been done, press 
on to even greater triumphs for 
God and Tlie Army."

RETARDING BOILING WATER 
Any salt — even ccnimou salt — will 
retard the boiling of water. 

CLEANING KITCHEN SINK

EVERY home, it possible, 
should contain one room for 
the child's especial use. Not 
thai lie must .ilivays be confined to 
the nursery, or denied ihe privil- 
eges of (he entire liome, but that 
he may h:ivc the privacy of a room 
^iii whicli to commence his educa- 
tion through play, iiniiilcn iiptcd by 
many of the activities of the home. 

The child .shoukl be required to 
.s])ciid a part of the time in the 
nursery. This he 
will gladly do 
w-ithout coercion, 
provided he has 
a pleasant room, 
suitable toys and 
protection from 
intrusion as he 
attempts to de- 
velop his mind 
through plaj. 

There ^'.ould 
be a sunny ex 
p s 11 r e, good 
ventil.'ttioii and 
low windows pro- 
tected against accident. The child 
enjoys pictures of the outside 
world as seen from the windows. 
The blue sky, the wind-blown 
clouds, rain drops, wind storms, 
stinheanis, flowers, trees, and birds 
afford Kim a continuous source of 
pleasure. In fact such pictures 
acted upon by his keen imagination 
frequently record more vital and 
lasting impressions upon the child's 
mind than those hung upon the 
walls. 

The wails antl woodwork of the 
nursery shonld be finished in soft 
harmonioiLs colors, w-hile the ut- 
most cleanliness and neatness are 
necessary. 

The nursery walls may be re- 
lieved by pictures of interest to the 
child. There is a wide selection of 
suitable pictures from ■vhieli to 




choose. But there should always 
be a picture of "Mother and 
Child," pictures of the child's ncar- 
at-hand environment, human life, 
plant life, animal life, natural 
phenomena, also pictures illustrat- 
ing nursery rhymes. Thpsr should 
not be liiiiig indiscriminately upon 
the walls, or they may destroy the 
beauty of the room. Many pictures 
may be kept in portfolios or pre- 
sented through picture books. 

There should 
te growing plants 
in t h e window 
boxes where bulbs 
and seeds are fre- 
quently planted 
which the child 
may care for. His 
interest in them 
is natural and 
ought to be 
cherished. 

The furniture 
should be simple, 
with tJie chairs 
and tables of 
suitable height placed correclly 
as regards the light. Cushions 
are useful upon the door. 

There should be a cabinet with 
low shelves and individual places 
for all toys and play-inaterials. 
Every nursery should contain a 
sand table. 

The child shonld play as fre- 
quently as possible in the open-air 
and be kept away from the distrac- 
tions of tile street. 

The nursery should be an at- 
tractive room, for the child learns 
more from incidental impressions 
than from direct teaching. In fact 
the child's whole environment 
should aid the natural development 
of his mind, protecting him against 
undesirable impressions, guiding 
him happily towards the goal of 
education — good habits. — E.L.
